Flesh Information from the scene of the recent 
disaster* has just arrived, I giro II u official, 
premising by tiying that according to general belief 
the actual amount af destruction has been much 
greater, 

The ruinous violence of the recent earthquake ap- 
pears to hav* been limited to the two provinces of tha 
Frlncipnui Buuriore and Bulliciia. Up to lha 18th. 
of December, nineteen bodies had been dug np iu 
Poleuii, and more wets being taught for ; 300 had 
been dug out of Polls, Hontefutco, tho corporal of 
ErndarmcTir, wu taken out elite : to also wu the Judge 
of Saponin, but hit wife and two children perished 
beneath ihs mint, from which he wu dragged, 
tmashed, and crippled. I.Rgonegro, oaths asmc night 
experienced these Ihock* in seven hour*. None of th* 
inhabitant* periahed. bat almost all the buildings, at 
well public a* private, wore cracked, end three ace 
falling, among which are thl church of the (Japa* 
chins ind lha electric itatiorj. The ahonki eon* 
tinned long at this point, though they wora 
illght, The entire population were living in 
barrack* luutily erected iu the middle of a 
great plain. In the cjommune of Carbrmi twentv-ona 
hare perished and nineteen have been wounded, not 
to apeak of the damage don* to the building*. In 
(luleiiiao, which is nearly levalled with the ground, 
four hundred peraooa have perished, Tbe ilmi mis- 
fortune has happened to Sirecni, where thirty person* 
hive been killed. The other cnmmune* of the dl*- 
uiet of Ltgonegro which here ■uH'ered damage In tha 
houses generally, ind particularly in the churche*. and 
from which no retnrni of the dead have been made are 
Maritea, Lanrii, C.stelluci^ Bolonds, Vlgiancllo, 
BliU Arcangelo, Oil vera, ban Martlno, Cutro (fuova, 
ind Senile. From the rsmsining communes of the 



district no intelligence had I* yet 
I* Impouible, therefore, to calonj: 
tht dead. The ponular voice make* 
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many thousands. I have heard as many as I V 000 
cvtn 23,000 Billed, It la very clear that, accord- 
ing to official information, several thousands muat 
have perished. Commlsaion* have been formed in all 
the suffering localities for the relief of Ihe suffering. 
Government hu sent down fresh supplies of beds, 
linen, and wood for ths construction of barracks. 
Telegraphic communication h ad been rc-utablishcd aa 
far u wu possible. Nurses, Bisters of Charity, and 
priests hsd sl*o been lent dawn, end everything was 
being dons fbr the com forts of Ih* msny thouaani 
persons who, not only from fe*r, but from necessity, 
are now encamped in Ih* open sir. Persons who hsvo 
fled from the awful scenes and have arrived : n the 
capital give yat more heartrending details, but lie offi- 
cial journal evidently fours th* effect or them upon 
the public mind. No sooner wu the shook of the 
tilth of December fait than a horde of thieves and 
taisint rushed cowards the Toledo, but 
genidarmet soon put them down 
their drawn sword*. All la now quiet, 
a ,d ihe weather, which hu at last taken a turn, In- 
spire* people with mote hope and courage ; Hill, 
shocks are not uofrequsnt, and twine since I begin 
this letter bsvs I fett them.

British enrnmerce is as atriking as its vaatnepi, 
The monetary alarm which parent orei the 
ciriliped world bn only tended to ehaiv how 
Utobd- Ij the confidence which can indttra auch 
a atraitt. We are twaaaured by the pleasing 
tidinaa, which cannot fail to operate avfafuily In 
imoothing the difficulties of C nr rJomeatlc trad*. 
Neil, to reck lean ariecblatioB, We hpT* aUnya 
most In dread a childish panic, which aeon coo. 
verte danger into wreck and ruin. 

To a large maps of penooa the itmte of the 
Continent will present topiep of consider able 
intereat. Many, indeed, pre too Aoitralian, 
pnd hare quitted Europe too long to enter with 
warmth into it* BuGg-ringe, dangers, and batter 
hopea. 

The fearful earthquake at Xsples i a one of a 
series extended throuuh remote acea. A similar 
calamity visited this often-agitated region in the 
last century. That voluptuous and fertile land 
Iptply tie prey of pnprchy and the theatre of a 
fnrrhtful deepousm, was long the favoured re- 
treat of the mutert of the Roman Em- 
pire during it* decline. At the milder 
sea 'one of the year, the population 
of Naplaa would suffer hat little inconvenience 
from living in tents, hut in the middle of winter 
there must be a largo pmoant of suffering, to 
ssy nothing of the loss or more lirea than are 
oeutlly sacrificed in a Geld win-re a kingdom ia 
the print. It will be a matter for thenkfuWe 
should tbo usual utandant of such calamities, 
pestilence, not form one of itl moat serious conec- 
qurnces. 

Turning from Italy to France, we leun upon 
what a elender thread i* au-pended the repose 
of the world. It ie the misfortune uf that 
country that lucctiiive revolutiont 
>«ept away great natnei, and that ode 
after another the poisassors of power 
have pasied athwart the heavens and left no 
'race behind them to light the path or their 
cnuntrymen to that liberty stroll they have de- 
sired with anch enthuaium, and desired in vain. 
(In the one aide, we have the Imperial demigod, 
wboftp virtuea or whose faults aflWct the pros- 
pects of mankind ; whose fall would be a 
csi-mi'.y. not necAttse he is great and good, but 
because he elands batareen undiatinMuished mil- 
lions and the anarchical abyaa. Were a consti- 
tutional monarch Ui die, the aacceasion is alroady 
prepared. Eicept fiom periunal hitrad, no one 
ia interested in deatroyinjr. the father to give 
prematura aoveriigniy to hie son and heir ; 
but NiroLEoif ia tn this position ; He hae sue. 
ceeded to a throne which has been raise! by 
his own hand, which enbaieta by his own vigi- 
lance. He hse a *on, but he is not aetnred he 
haa a successor ; and every fanatical paspsain 
who desitte to destroy an empire, helieves that 
ihe direct road to hie purpose is to plot ajrairiil 
the ExFEPom^s life. The mirACulous preaerv*- 
tinn NArQ-L>3pr experienced will induce him, 
like his uncle, to confide in hie star, and to con- 
sider himself a child of deatiny. We presume, 
however, that there are few who will not wil- 
lingly recognise the finger of Providence in pre- 
serving the continent from a convulsion which 
painful eiperiance hat taught us ia the aource of 
nothing hot sorrow and degradptioa. 



It will be nee a that the Association of Austra- 
lian Colonists in London — a body of gantlemet), 
ptfii intervention had no amiU Influence in 
causing the mail contract to be taken in the way 
and at the Lime that it wm— have become not a 
little disgusted wiih the result of their handi- 
work, Ei pec ting to nave had the power of in- 
auajuTatiog p grand poatpl scheme, they find that 
they have been duped into bolateriog up a very 
t^ueeti nuabte speculation, which hae proved a 
gigantic failure. Those whoae promise* de- 
ceived them having eluded the direct force of 
their vengeance, they hare tatiated themaptpee 
bj coming down pretty strongly on the new con- 
tractor*. 

Making a sadden descent upon the Royal 
Mail Company, they have demanded of the 
dir ctora that six steamers ehould at once he 
placed on the line between Hues and Sydney, 
not only of large tonnaga hnt or euch powar aa 
to average a speed of twelve miles an hour, 
promising that if thia condition were promptly 
complied with, they would recommend the coV 
nil is to hare a little more pstitnee and try the 
contract for wm* tim* longer. We hue no 
record of the interview at which these terms 
were diicupaed. but only an intimation of the 
remit. The directors seam to have been 
skilfully diplomatic. T mined cabinet ministers, 
accustomed to receive objurgatory deputations 
every w«ek of their lives, could not have man- 
aged the matter mors gracefully. The most 
conciliatory usurucea of forthcoming teal were 
tendered, and the rigour of the demands made 
were abated. Five boats, it w« explained, were 
now placed on the line, and a sixth it -as pro- 
mined would shortly be added. The deputation 
retired satisfied, and the Association recom- 
mend! the colonista to be satisfies also. 

In the early stages of the contract the most 
pressing want waa a poAciency of bopta. 
For want of this, th» periodicity of the 
postal communication waa entirely broken, 
steamers goiog end coming at irregular intervals. 
This defect hei now been made good, and thete 
ate resseli enough employed now to allow of the 
dtparlara being regulated with punetuili'y. 
But the arrivals pre still unsatisfactory. It u 
clear that the original contractors, in their eager- 
ness to secure what they considered to be p 
famous bargain, undertook to accomplish mare 
aa to the rets of speed than it was possible for 
any vessels that were than available to perform. 
The work could doubtless be done by ail anch 
ships as the Australian Anociation demanded, but 
whether it can be done regularly by the vessel* 
actually in the service, none of which were es- 
pecially built fot it, is now the great Cjuestion. 
One of the best of them, under one of the moat 
pushing commanders, ia just in — five day* after 
time, and too late to allow of our paewenng our 
letter*. The point requiring consideration now 
ia, not PC mncb the number of boat* employed pa 
their eapabilitiei. The service is a very trying 
one, and vessels (hat come off with flying colours 
in other Toysnea find themaalves overtasked 
here. 

We hive no doubt that ihe Boyal Mail Com- 
pany have every desire to give aatiaf action. It 
w to their advantage to do ao, and if their inte- 
rests can be nude identical with those 
nf the colonies, tbe union between the 
two «ay be I«g j«g lastoaff. 
But tlpy, in common wlih the colonists, must be 
content to look the whole question fairly in tho 
face, and take a comprehensive view of it, in all 
its bearing, without evaaioO- The Urn* for 
deception ia past. 

We at this end of the wwrld are dcmbtleaa 
much indebted la the Association in London for 
th* interevt they (till take In AnattalUn matter*. 
But aftwr what hae pa"**. T^" l 2 I ?.;"* , ^ 
if we decline to place implicit conficience m 
their recommendations. Th* cobnipta are pretty 
well ixj-ted up now In all the information rela- 
tive to th* various alpecU and conditions of the 
mail service, and are in a poaitfco to knan an 
ir aVpindatt judgment of that* erne. th*T*lU 
not act rashly, bat liny will pM Irmly. Tbry 
will act, 1 a fit of venation, tStrow away ad - 



vantage* which tbey h*v» already de*ry pur- 
cheaed ; but they will require guarantee* that 
whatever 1* promised for the future shall be 
honourably perfjnned, A Ihoroogh legia'aUve 
enquiry lots th, .title queptioa is obviously 
imminent, Pnd the new Company must await 
th» result of this before eipcting from this .Id* 
of th* world any auibnriuii™ responae to the 
recommendatiran 0 f the Australian Associsiion.
